The Concerned Citizens Coalition 
held a Special Meeting on October 23 
to discuss a possible conflict of inter- 
est, The issue related to campaign con- 
tributions made to Huron Township 
Supervisér David Glaab by outside 


developers and builders, currently 
developing in Huron Township, and 
er businesses such as engineering 
- firms and development consultants. 

_ The issue was again raised at the 
Huron Township Board meeting on 
October 25. During public comments, 
Ron Wheeler told the Board he had 
questions relating to site plan approval

Wheeler asked, “Why is it back on 
the agenda tonight?” 
a The Supervisor replied, “Why is it 
: on the agenda? Because there have 


~ been significant changes...” 

Next Wheeler asked, “How can a 
project without site plan approval do 
construction? Who issued the building 
permits? Doesn’t site plan approval 
come first?” 

The Supervisor responded, “Any 
other comments before we move on?” 


To which Wheeler replied, “No, that 


was a question.” 
The Supervisor continued, “Well 
those issues will be addressed by Leslie 
Meyer when it comes up on the agen- 
da.” 
Next, Barb Bidwell told the Board 
that walking by the area of Huron Park 





widened the road at all?” 

The Supervisor responded, “Again, 
we'll address that when that item 
comes on the agenda.” 

She then asked, ““Who issues build- 
ing permits on a site where there is no 
site plan approval? How did they get 
that many permits without approval?” 

The Supervisor did-not answer. 

Yvonne Schoedel, President of C3 
then: answered the Board. She said, 
“Upon checking campaign finance 
contributions of both candidates for 
Supervisor, [we found] Supervisor 
David Glaab had contributions totaling 


$14,919. Candidate Mitchell had 
$1,500 in donations.” 
Schoedel continued, “We noticed 


that Supervisor Glaab had received 
donations from developers and 
builders of Township properties. In 
particular, three $500 donations total- 
ing $1,500 ... were received from 


members of the Policchio family of 
Birmingham...’ 

Schoedel explained that by accident 
members of C3 happened to find the 
name “Policchio Building Company” 
at the Huron Park Condos develop- 
ment. “Is this family related to the 
builder of Huron Park Condos?” 
Schoedel questioned. 

The Supervisor responded, ‘Well, if 
you want to address an agenda item ... 
those comments are not related to the 
agenda ...” 

Schoedel continued, “Keep in mind, 
Huron Park Condo development is the 
one where the roads are in question.” 

She explained that although it is not 
illegal to accept donations from 
builders, developers, and planning con- 
sultants, “it seems highly unethical. If 
the developer of Huron Park Condos 
and the Policchio family are one in the 
same, then we suggest, Supervisor 




















Glaab, that you abstain from voting to 
avoid the appearance of a conflict of 
interest.” 

The Supervisor acknowledged “As 
you know, I don’t have a problem tak- 
ing donations from business people in 
our community. I don’t treat them any 
different that I do anybody else in this 
community. Everybody gets equal 
treatment. You can read into it what 
you want; Mrs. Schoedel, but there’s 
nothing to it.”

Campaign Finance Reports for 1999 
and 2000, he received donations from: 

e Heinz Prechter of Grosse Ile, 
owner of The News-Herald (Heritage 
Newspapers) where the Township cur- 
rently publishes it legal notices. 

e Raymond W. Fisher Development 
Company, developer of Fox River 
Development on Huron River Drive.
